Status: Please all the replies and correspondence should be addressed to Examiner's new 
art unit 2629. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted on 02-1 1-2008 under amendments 
and request for reconsideration, which have been placed of record in the file. Claims 1-56 are 
cancelled. Claims 57-60 are pending in this action. 

Response to Amendment 

2. The amendment filed 02- 1 1 -2008- 1 5 does not introduce any new matter into the 
disclosure. The added material does have support in the original disclosure. Applicant has 
cancelled claims 1-56 and added new claims 57-60; adding allowable limitations to expedite 
allowance of instant application. 

3. Applicant has cancelled claims 1-56 and added new claims 57-60 adding allowable 
limitations to expedite allowance of instant application. Applicant arguments filed on 02-1 1- 
2008, under remark regarding allowable limitations "a switch circuit selecting and outputting 
either one of inputted said first data display data and said second display data in a unit of a pixel 
according to a result of a detected amount of motion, wherein, the main path comprises a first 
gain control circuit reducing the number of gray scale levels, a second gain control circuit further 
reducing the number of gray scale levels from said first gain control circuit, and an error 
diffusion circuit performing error diffusion on an output signal of said second gain control 
circuit" are persuasive; as after further extensive search and consideration, newly added claims 
57-60 do overcome the prior art rejection mailed on 10-09-2007; which puts application number 
10807252 in condition for allowance. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 57-60 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

6. Applicant's arguments filed on 02-1 1-2008 are convincing. As argued by applicant in 
remarks under claim rejection page 4 last two paragraphs and page 5, paragraph 1,2; prior art of 
Kawahara et al. (US 2001/0028347 Al) in view of Mucci et al. (US 6,512,854 Bl) with all of the 
other prior art cited on 892's 1449's, searched in NPL and searched in PGPUB, fails to recite or 
disclose all the other limitations of independent claims in combination with uniquely distinct 
features represented by underlined bold claim limitations recited below; 

a switch circuit selecting and outputting either one of inputted said first data display 
data and said second display data in a unit of a pixel according to a result of a detected 
amount of motion, wherein, the main path comprises a first gain control circuit reducing 
the number of gray scale levels, a second gain control circuit further reducing the number 
of gray scale levels from said first gain control circuit, and an error diffusion circuit 
performing error diffusion on an output signal of said second gain control circuit.
